Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Fourteenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  your  district  for  the 
year  1925.

From  the  above  Table  it  will  be  noticed  there  is  a certain 
difference  in  the  estimated  population  as  given  by  the  Registrar 
General  and  my  own  figures  ; the  reason  for  this  being  that  our

District  has  grown  very  rapidly  during  the  past  year,  and  I do  not 
consider  the  estimate  given  by  tlie  Registrar  General  to  be  suffi- 
cient, althongh  I am  compelled  to  adopt  these  figures  in  calculating 
the  Birth  and  Death  Rates. 

We  have  now  in  the  whole  of  the  District  8,022  houses,  854 
of  which  were  certified  during  the  past  year.  The  greater  number 
of  these  being  occupied  by  new  residents  in  the  district.  Taking 
an  average  of  4 per  house,  I consider  my  estimated  population  a 
reasonable  one. 

BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  were  151  an 
increase  of  17  on  the  previous  year  ; this  gives  a birth-rate  of  14-6 
per  1,000  population,  as  against  18-2  in  1924.

The  female  births  are  in  excess  of  the  male  births  by  11 
during  the  past  year.  Clifton  having  the  highest  birth-rate 
with  18’8,  whilst  Davyhulme  comes  next  with  a birth-rate  of  15. 
I'ive  of  the  births  were  illegitimate. 

DEATHS. 

The  total  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  were  122  ; 98  of 
these  occurred  in  the  district  and  24  were  transferred.  This  gives 
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a death-rate  of  H‘8,  against  12-3  in  1924.  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis accounted  for  7 deaths,  Bronchitis  7,  Pneumonia  11, 
Cancer  5,  Heart  Disease  21,  and  the  rest  froiii  various  causes.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

Fourteen  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  one  year  of  age 
which  gives  a death-rate  of  92  per  1,000  births,  as  compared  with  a 
death-rate  of  57  in  1924,  57  in  1923,  18  in  1922,  and  31  in  1921. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (other  than  Phthisis). 

The  number  of  cases  notified  reached  40.  Scarlet  Fever 
accounted  for  10  notifications.  Diphtheria  2,  Pneumonia  25,  and 
Encephalitis  Lethargica  3. 

The  following  is  a list  for  the  previous  five  years — 40  in  1924, 
56  in  1923,  61  in  1922,  93  in  1921,  and  99  in  1920. 

Of  the  above  40  cases,  1 occurred  in  Barton  Moss,  6 in 
Davyhulme,  15  in  Flixton,  and  18  in  Clifton. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  notifications  received  were  10, 
against  17  in  1924,  20  in  1923,  30  in  1922,  74  in  1921,  and  72  in 
1920. 

Two  of  these  cases  occurred  in  Davyhulme,  5 in  Flixton, 
and  3 in  Clifton. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 

Two  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  against  4 in  1924,  5 in 
192?^,  6 in  1922,  4 in  1921,  and  16  in  1920.  Both  cases  occurred 
in  Fli.xton. 

SMALLPOX. 

No  case  has  occurred.  We  have  a contract  with  Salford 
Corporation  for  the  removal  to  their  Hospital  of  any  cases  which 
might  arise. 

CEREBRO-SPINAL  FEVER,  ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS, 
AND  OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

No  cases  of  these  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

ENCEPHALITIS  LETHARGICA. 

Three  notification  of  this  disease  were  received.  Two  of 
which  proved  fatal. 

CASES  REMOVED  TO  HOSPITAL. 

Seven  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital  dur.ng  the  year.  Of 
these  5 were  Scarlet  Fever,  and  2 Diphtheria. 

METHOD  OF  DEALING  WITH  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 

Each  case  notified  is  visited  at  once ; Isolation  is  enjoined 
either  at  home  or  by  removal  to  Ladywell  Sanatorium  and  all 
children  from  the  infected  home  are  prevented  from  attending 
school,  until  such  time  that  a ceitificate  of  freedom  of  the  house 
from  infection  is  issued  to  the  School  Master. 

Disinfection  of  wearing  apparel,  discharges,  drains,  and  privies 
are  carried  out  ; and  at  the  termination  of  the  illness  the  room  and 
its  contents  are  thoroughly  fumigated  with  Formaldehyde  Gas, 
such  articles  as  required  being  submitted  to  Lyon’s  Superheated 
Steam  Disinfection,  or  destroyed  and  compensation  granted. 

Disinfectants,  free  of  costs  are  provided  in  each  township. 
Careful  inspection  of  the  premises  are  always  carried  out.  and 
defects,  temporal  or  structural  are  rectified. 
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A precautionary  notice  and  a list  of  suggestions  for  preventing 
the  spread  of  infectious  diseases  is  delivered  at  the  house  when  the 
case  is  visited. 

All  houses  where  cases  are  isolated  at  home  are  frequently 
visited  until  the  termination  of  the  illness. 

If  there  is  suspicion  that  an  unrecognised  case  is  attending  a 
school,  the  school  is  visited  and  full  enquiries  made. 


DIPHTHERIA  ANTI-TOXIN  ORDER  OE  1910. 


Arrangements  are  made  for  the  supply  of  Antitoxin  in  the 
various  parts  of  the  District,  free  of  cost,  for  use  of  those  patients 
who  are  too  poor  to  pay  for  it. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  (Tuberculosis)  REGULATIONS, 


Sixteen  new  cases  under  the  above  regulations  have  been 
notitied  during  the  year  as  follows  ; — 


As  each  case  is  notified,  full  particulars  are  sent  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  as  required.  Disinfectants  and  Sputum  Handker- 
chiefs are  supplied  free  when  necessary.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  are  visited  by  your  Inspector 
as  often  as  possible.  These  premises  are  kept  in  fairly  good  con- 
dition as  regards  cleansing  and  limewashing. 

In  connection  with  the  examination  of  Dairy  Cows  in  the  area, 
I have  to  state  the  Council  have  arranged  for  this  to  be  done 
periodically  by  a Veterinary  Surgeon  and  this  has  proved  very 
beneficial. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  whole  of  the  district,  except  a few  scattered  dwellings,  is 
supplied  by  town’s  water  ; Clifton  being  supplied  by  Bolton,  and 
the  remaining  portion  of  the  district  by  Manchester. 

The  water  supply  is  good,  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

SEWAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  more  densely  populated  parts  of  the  Township  of  Davy- 
hulme  are  provided  with  sewers.  I have,  however,  again 
to  draw'  attention  to  the  fact  that  No.  2 scheme  for  the 
sewering  of  the  remaining  portion,  and  also  the  sewering  of 
Trafford  Park  area  is  still  in  abeyance,  and  it  is  desirable  that  this 
should  receive  consideration,  so  that  the  Council  will  be  in  a posi- 
tion to  dispense  with  a number  of  filthy  privies  and  pail  closets  at 
present  in  use  in  this  area. 

Flixton. — The  sewage  from  this  Township  is  treated  at  the 
works  provided  jointly  with  the  Urmston  Urban  District  Council, 
and  nearly  the  whole  of  this  area  is  provided  with  a system  of 
sewers. 

The  Clifton  Sewage  is  treated  at  the  Clough  Sewage  Works 
and  the  Unity  Brook  Sewage  Works.  A good  portion  of  this 
district  how'ever,  is  still  unprovided  with  sewers. 

EXCREMENT  DISPOSAL. 

In  this  Rural  District  there  are  approximately  296  Privy 
-Middens,  21J36  Water  Closets,  200  Pail  Closets  and  11  Waste 
Water  Closets. 

The  work  of  conversion  has  been  carried  out  during  the  past 
year  ; 35  Water  Closets  were  provided  in  lieu  of  Privy  Middens, 
pail  closets  or  waste-water  clostts. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  sewered  portion  of  Davyhulme 
district  is  now  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system,  and  very  few 
privy  middens  remain  in  Flixton.  A large  number  of  privy  mid- 
dens however,  are  still  in  existence  in  Clifton. 
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REMOVAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE 

The  removal  of  House  Refuse  in  the  whole  of  your  District 
is  carried  out  as  follows  : — By  contract  in  Clifton  ; part  by  contract 
for  team  labour  only  in  Davyhulme ; and  partly  by  own  staff  ; and 
by  the  Council’s  entire  staff  in  Flixton.  The  work  is  done  in  a 
satisfactory  manner. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  refuse  tips  and  farms. 

In  Barton  Moss  where  the  occupiers  are  mostly  farmers  the 
work  is  undertaken  by  themselves. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

No  additional  works  have  been  commenced  in  Trafford  Park, 
under  Section  112  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1875.  No  complaints 
have  been  received  in  connection  with  any  of  these  premises 
during  the  year. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

The  Slaughter-Houses  have  been  duly  inspected  and  found 
satisfactory. 

Although  only  three  in  number,  they  are  so  scattered  that  it  is 
impossible  to  carry  out  a thorough  inspection  of  the  meat  or  car- 
cases before  the  organs  are  removed.  They  are  visited  however 
as  often  as  possible  at  the  times  of  slaughtering  by  your  inspector. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

This  work  is  now  entirely  under  the  control  ot  the  County 
Council. 


FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  workshops  and  workplaces  has 
not  called  for  any  special  action. 

Section  22  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890, 
is  in  force  in  the  district,  the  standard  for  females  being  1 to  20 
employed ; and  for  males,  1 to  90  employed. 
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No  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  discovered,  many  of  the 
places  on  the  register  being  of  recent  construction  and  satisfactory 
in  condition. 

Sixty-hve  visits  of  inspection  were  * made  during  the  year 
to  factories  and  workshops.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Rural  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I beof  to  submit  my  Fourteenth  Annual  Report  as  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  your  Rural  District. 

The  Avork  has  been  carried  out  on  similar  lines  as  formerly, 
and  with  very  little  friction. 

The  total  number  of  visits  and  inspections  of  all  descriptions 
during  the  year  reached  1740,  Barton  Moss  20,  Davyhulme,  326, 
Flixton  814,  Clifton  580.  As  my  work  is  of  such  a varied 
character  it  is  impossible  to  tabulate  the  same,  under  particular 
headings,  but  the  principal  items  are  dealt  with  generally  under  the 
various  Townships. 

Included  in  the  above  inspections,  168  water  tests  were 
applied  to  new  drains  ; 56  visits  to  dairies  and  cowsheds  ; and  170 
to  slaughter-houses.  Your  district  is  still  grorving  very  rapidly  and 
no  less  than  345  new  houses  have  been  certified  during  the  past 
year,  which  have  either  been  built  by  the  Council  or  by  private 
enterprise.  Owing  to  this  rapid  growth  of  the  district,  the  Council 
will  readily  understand  that  this  means  considerably  increased 
duties  in  all  my  departments,  and  the  difficulty  experienced  in 
carrying  out  the  various  visits  and  inspections  as  regularly  and 
periodically  as  should  be. 
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CLIFTON. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse  in  this  Town- 
ship is  still  carried  out  l>y  contract  and  in  as  satisfactory  a 
manner  as  this  method  permits. 

The  dust-bins  and  pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly  and  the 
privies  and  ash-pits  at  least  four  times  a year.  The  dry  refuse 
from  the  bins  and  ash-pits  is  disposed  of  at  a tip  provided  by  the 
N Council,  while  the  contents  cf  privy  middens  and  pail  closets  is  gen- 
erally used  for  manurial  purposes.  Complaints  in  connection  with 
the  Cleansing  work  have  very  much  increased  during  the  past  year, 
but  with  alterations  in  the  methods  of  working,  I hope  that  these 
complaints  will  be  considerably  reduced,  if  not  altogether  elimated. 

The  work  in  this  district  is  on  the  increase,  due  to  increased 
building,  both  by  the  Council  and  by  private  enterprise.  During 
the  year  seven  privies  were  converted  to  w.c’s.,  four  privy  middens 
abolished,  and  four  dustbins  substituted,  and  quite  a number  of 
repairs  have  been  carried  out  to  property  and  drainage. 

DAVYHULME. 

The  Cleansing  work  in  this  Township  has  been  re-organised 
in  accordance  wdth  my  recommendations  to  the  Committee  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  The  dustbins  are  emptied  regularly  each 
week  by  the  Flixton  motor  lurries  and  staff,  and  contract  for  team 
labour  only  is  obtained  for  the  clearing  of  ashpits  and  pail  closets 
in  Trafford  Park  area.  The  new  arrangement  has  proved  very 
beneficial,  and  the  work  is  more  speedily  carried  out.  I am 
hoping,  in  the  near  future,  when  the  sewering  of  Trafford  Park- 
area  is  carried  out,  to  be  able  to  dispense  entirely  Avith  the  team 
labour  contract, 

The  dry  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  a tip  provided  by  the  Council, 
while  the  contents  of  privy  middens  and  pail  closets  is  used  for 
manurial  purposes. 
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Under  the  new  arran, element,  which  commenced  on  the  1st 
April,  the  total  number  of  motor  lurry  loads  removed  from  this 
date  to  the  end  of  the  year  was  241,  and  taken  on  an  average  of 
24  cwt.  per  load,  this  represents  289  tons  4 cwts.  of  refuse 
collected  and  disposed  of  from  dustbins. 

During  the  year  18  privies  and  one  pail  closet  have  been  con- 
verted to  W.C’s.,  eleven  privy  middens  abolished  and  dustbins 
substituted. 

As  regards  Fire  Protection  in  this  area,  the  arrangement  with 
Eccles  Fire  Brigade  is  still  in  operation. 

Considerable  building  throughout  the  year  has  been  going  on 
both  by  the  Council  and  private  enterprise,  and  the  district  is 
rapidly  developing  into  a residential  area. 

FLIXTON. 

This  Township,  like  the  remainder,  is  also  growing  very 
rapidly,  and  the  population  has  increased  considerably  during  the 
past  few  years.  The  number  of  new  houses  built  by  the  Council 
and  private  enterprise  and  certified  during  the  past  )'ear  reached 
195.  The  total  number  of  houses  in  this  district  up  to  the  end  of 
the  year  is  1,731. 

The  Cleansing  work  is  carried  out  regularly  and  system- 
atically by  the  Council’s  staff  Avith  Ford  Motor  tipping  lurries. 
The  appro-ximate  number  of  dustbins  cleared  regularly  each  Aveek 
is  1550.  There  are  a few  dry  ashpits  and  privy  middens  still  in 
existence,  but  these  are  being  reduced  each  year. 

The  average  weight  of  bin  refuse  removed  during  the  year 
was  1097  tons,  and  refuse  from  ashpits  (wet  and  dry)  106^  tons,  a 
total  of  1203^  tons. 

As  mentioned  in  my  pre\dous  report  that  the  refuse  tip  off 
Moorside  road  Avas  becoming  rapidly  .illed,  this  has  been  com- 
pleted and  arrangements  have  been  made  to  dispose  of  the  refuse 
from  this  Township  at  the  Davyhulme  refuse  tip. 


Owing  to  the  extreme  difficulties  experienced  in  obtaining 
suitable  land  for  a refuse  tip,  and  also  the  objectionable  features  in 
connection  with  tliis  method  of  refuse  disposal,  the  Committee 
during  the  past  year  have  had  under  consideration  the  question  of 
other  means  of  refuse  disposal  in  the  form  of  a salvage  plant. 
Here  again  the  Committee  are  met  with  the  difficulty  of  obtaining 
the  necessary  land  for  this  purpose,  and  although  certain  negotia- 
tions have  been  made,  no  definite  conclusions  have  been  arrived  at. 

I consider,  however,  that  before  long,  ,many  of  these  objections 
and  difficulties  may  be  overcome. 

The  work  of  conversion  has  continued  during  the  year  ; seven 
privies,  one  pail  and  one  waste  water  closet  were  converted  to 
water  closets  ; seven  privy  middens  and  eight  dry  ashpits 
abolished,  and  twenty-two  dustbins  substituted. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  three  licensed  Slaughter-Houses  in  your  district, 
Two  in  Flixton,  and  one  in  Clifton. 

One  hundred  and  seventy  visits  were  paid  to  these  premises 
during  the  year,  as  often  as  possible  at  the  time  of  slaughtering. 
They  are  kept  in  a fairly  good  and  satisfactory  condition  and  the 
quality  of  the  meat  found  to  be  of  a good  standard. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

The  number  of  names  on  the  Register  as  Cow  Keepers  and 
Purveyors  of  Milk  are: — 

Cowkeepers  40  ; Milk  Purveyors  (other  than  Cowkeepers)  14, 
a total  of  54. 

Fifty-six  visits  were  made  to  these  premises,  the  majority  of 
which  were  found  to  be  in  a fairly  satisfactory  condition. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.
